In order to open 
the shell for feeding purposes ir 
is necessary for the oyster to raise 
the shell, but its own weight as 
well. If we reverse the natural 
position of the oyster, put it on 
its right hand side and wedge it 
so it can't turn over we simply 
smother and starve it to death. 
(If course I am just theorizing 
about this thing. There ma.v be 

some other explanations of the 

left handed life of the oyster, but
